NAVY ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH CENTER, NORFOLK, VA

1. Purpose. To publish the functions of the Navy Environmental
Health Center (NAVENVIRHLTHCEN), in support of the mission
assigned by OPNAVNOTE 5450 ser 09B26/313233 of 13 March 1981.

2. Mission. To coordinate and provide centralized support and
services to medical activities, afloat and ashore, in areas of
occupational health, environmental health, preventive medicine,
and drug screening, and perform such other functions and tasks as
directed by higher authority.

3. Status and Command Relationships. NAVENVIRHLTHCEN is a shore
activity in an active (fully operational) status under a
commanding officer.

a. Echelon of Command:
1 - Chief of Naval Operations
2 - Chief, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery
3 - Commanding Officer, Navy Environmental Health Center
b. Area/Regional Coordination Authority:
(1) Area: Commander in Chief, U.S. Atlantic Fleet
(2) Regional: Commander, Naval Base, Norfolk, VA
4. Functions
a. Exercises command and control over Navy Environmental and
Preventive Medicine Units, Navy Disease Vector Ecology and
Control Centers, Navy Drug Screening Laboratories,
NAVENVIRHLTHCEN Detachment, Portsmouth, NH, and NAVENVIRHLTHCEN

Detachment, Naval Dosimetry Center, Bethesda, MD.

b. Develops, implements, monitors, and evaluates OH and PM
and drug screening programs as directed by BUMED.

c. Recommends to BUMED the planning, programming, and
distribution of resources to ensure effective programs in OH and
PM and drug screening.

d. Gathers and analyzes program information to evaluate

effectiveness of OH and PM and drug screening programs, and
recommends modifications to resource distributions.

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e. Provides technical and professional consultative support
and assistance to activities responsible for identifying,
evaluating, monitoring, and correcting health hazards.

f. Tasks and organizes contingency preventive medicine,
medical mobilization and readiness teams and audits subordinate
commands to assure designated personnel are trained and equipment
is maintained to meet contingency and mobilization requirements
assigned by higher authority.

g. Recommends research and development requirements in OH
and PM programs.

h. Establishes and maintains a technical reference
capability for OH and PM and drug screening.

i. Provides support to the Naval Inspector General in
conducting the NOSHIP, NEIT, and to the Medical Inspector General
for OH and PM program reviews, as directed.

j. Monitors correcting OH deficiencies identified by NOSHIP
and OH and PM deficiencies identified by the Medical Inspector
General.

k. Identifies, coordinates, develops, and reviews training
programs in OH and PM with HSETC.

1. Maintains liaison with governmental and nongovernmental
agencies, professional organizations, and academic institutions,
as necessary, for accomplishing the mission.

m. Conducts periodic inspections of subordinate activities
to evaluate mission performance, ability to meet wartime and
contingency requirements, adequacy of resources, organizational
management, ability to meet standards established by accrediting
organizations, and adequacy of quality assurance and risk
management programs.

n. Conducts annual OH and PM workshop.

0. Operates and maintains an equal opportunity program under
existing laws and regulations.

p. Operates and maintains a TQL executive steering committee
to meet the objectives established by CNO.

g. Operates an active command physical fitness program to

promote good health and ensure readiness of all personnel
assigned.

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r. Operates an active management control program to improve
efficiency within the command.

S. Operates a command ADP security program, preventing
unauthorized use of equipment.
